The Menshikov 
Tower 

Tlie light and stately silhouette of the decora- 
tive wblie-Bud-orango Archangel Gubrlcl Church, 
designed by the Russian architect Ivmi 7arudny, 
soars skywards In the centre of Moscow, not far 
from the Klrovskaya inctrn station. Architect, 
know II as the Menshikov Tower: II war built In 
1707 by Peter the Great's associate Alexander 
Menshikov, whose mansion stood nearby. In the 
early 18th century, this was Moscow's first 
building ol uoto. 

At first the church was topped by a high oplro 
bearing Ihe figure ol a (lying Archangel Gabriel. 
A legend attributes this detail, unusual for Rus- 
sian church architecture, lo Menshikov's desire 
to have a clmrch ot Ilia own which would bB 
taller than Ihe Ivan the Great Belfry, In the 
Kremlin, A chiming clock brought from Britain 
was Installed on the upper storey ol the tower, 
la 1728 the spire was h;t by a thunderbolt, and 
U bnrnl down: the 50 bells hanging from the 
wooden beams, crashed lo the ground making a 
hole In Ihe vault, Tho tower stood unrepaired 
for fitly years, then In the late 1700s a new 
vault sad cupola were added.
